MEETING OF APRIL 3, 1945 

The Strafford County Delegation met at the call 
of Chairman Habel at the Recreation Room in the State 
House at 2.00 o’clock on April 3. 

The roll was called by the clerk and 19 members. 
being present, the chairman announced a quorum. 

Upon request of the chairman, Representative 
Henderson stated that the report of the special commit- 
tee to investigate conditions at the Strafford County 
Jail would be ready for the next meeting. 

The chair then called upon Representative Stan- 
ley, Dover, of the Finance Committee, who stated that 
in his opinion an existing balance of $69,000 in the Coun- 
ty treasury should be set aside for repairs to the County 
Court House. Representative McLaskey, Rollinsford, 
and Representative H. Corson, Rochester, agreed with 
Representative Stanley. 

_ Representative Henderson, Durham, stated that he 
believed a bond issue would be the proper means of 
raising funds for this capital expenditure. 

Representative Jackson, Dover, moved that the 
surplus be deducted from the current budget. The mo- 
tion was seconded by Representative Henderson but 
was defeated 14-5 on a roll call vote called by Represent- 
ative Jackson. 

Voting in favor of Representative Jackson’s mo- 
tion were Henderson, Durham; Wormhood, Madbury; 
Horne, Milton; Webster, Farmington; and Jackson, 
Dover. 

Voting against the motion were Boody,. Barring 
ton; Stanley, Felker, Corson, and Stearns of Dover; 
Mrs. Dustin, Potvin, and H. Corson of Rochester; Me- 
Laskey, MRollinsford; Lemay, Habel, and Lauzon, of 
Somersworth; Berry, Strafford; Rolfe, Rochester. 

Representative Jackson’s motion to adjourn went 
unseconded. 
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Following discussion of the disposition of the sur- 
plus another motion by Representative Jackson to ad- 
journ went unseconded. 

Representative Stearns, Dover, moved that the 
surplus of $69,000 be set aside for an addition to the 
County Court House at Dover. 

The motion was seconded by Mrs. Dustin, Roch- 
ester. 

A roll call vote was demanded by Representative 
Jackson, with the measure being carried 15-4. 

Representative Henderson announced that in 
changing his vote he was doing so because he was in 
favor of an addition to the Court House, and because it 
was apparent that the delegation was in favor of setting 
up some form of capital reserve with the money in ques- 
tion. 

Voting for the measure were Boody, Stanley, 
Felker, Corson, Dover; Stearns, Henderson, Mrs. Dustin, 
Potvin, H. Corson and Rolfe, McLaskey, Lemay, Habel, 
Lauzon, Berry. 

Voting against the measure were Wormhood, 
Horne, Webster, and Jackson. 

Representative Jackson then moved that the bud- 
get for the years 1945 and 1946 be reduced by the same 
amount as the surplus voted into the sinking fund. The 
motion was seconded by Representative Wormhood. 

Voting in favor of the measure on a roll call vote 
requested by Representative Jackson, were Representa- 
tives Wormhood and Jackson. 

Voting against the measure were Boody, Stanley, 
Felker, Corson, Stearns, Henderson, Mrs. Dustin, Pot- 
vin, H. Corson, Rolfe, McLaskey, Lemay, Habel, and 
Lauzon and Berry. 

Horne of Milton and Webster of Farmington 
passed. 

Representative Webster, moved that the county 
budget be henceforth drawn up one year at a time rather 
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than every two years. The motion passed on a voice 
vote. ' 

Representative Lauzon, moved that the delega- 
tion meet to inspect the County Home on April 9, and. 
meet in executive session after the inspection. The 
measure was carried on a voice vote. | 

Representative Webster’s motion to adjourn was 
carried at 3.13. 

Chairman Habel, Somersworth, called the meet- 
ing to order at the Strafford County Home, after the 
delegation and guests had dined as the guests of the 
County Commissioners and the Superintendent. “The 
meeting was declared an executive session, with an ex- 
ception granted to members of the press who were urge] 
to remain. 

‘hairman Habel first called for consideration of 
the budget as submitted by the County Commissioners, 
with recommendations by the Finance Committee. 

The committee recommended that an unexpended 
balance of $2,725.38 be added to the $69,000 previously 
set aside for construction of a court house annex at 
Dover, 

Representative Henderson, Durham, moved that 
in order to grant this recommendation, the previous mo- 
tion of Representative Stearns, Dover, be reconsidered, 
he having voted with the affirmative on April 3. The 
motion was seconded by Representative Potvin, Roch- 
ester, and was carried by a unanimous voice vote. 

Representative Stearns then moved that the sum 
of $2,725.38, representing an unexpended balance in 
county funds, be added to the $69,000 previously set 
aside for construction of a Court House addition at 
Dover, making the total fund set aside for construction 
of said addition $71,725.38. Representative Potvin 
seconded the motion and it was carried by a unanimous 
voice vote. 
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Representative Stearns then moved that the chair- 
man appoint a committee of five to study plans for the 
construction of the new Court House addition; said com- 
mittee to consist of the chairman of the County Com- 
missioners, the County Treasurer, and three members of 
the Delegation appointed by the chair. The motion was 
seconded by Representative Lauzon of Somersworth, and 
was carried by a voice vote. 

Chairman Habel then appointed County Commis- 
sioner Leighton, County Treasurer Jackson, and Repre- 
sentatives Berry, Stanley and Habel to serve as the com- 
mittee. 

Upon the recommendation of the Finance commit- 
tee the Delegation voted unanimously, upon a motion by 
Representative Webster, Farmington, to strike $41,800.00 
from the budget recommended by the County Commis- 
sioners for 1945, thus adopting a total budget of 
$180,380.00 for the current year. The motion was 
seconded by Representative Potvin, Rochester. 

Representative Miles Dustin, Rochester, moved 
that the County Commissioners be instructed to make a 
more detailed annual report of County Home affairs at 
the next meeting. Representative Webster seconded the 
motion which was carried by a unanimous voice vote. 

Representative Marcotte, Dover, moved to ad- 
journ. The motion was seconded by Representative 
Stanley, Dover. It was adopted by a voice vote.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO 
INVESTIGATE CONDITIONS AT THE STRAFFORD 
COUNTY JAIL, FILED WITH THE DELEGATION 

ON APRIL 9, 1945 


To Napoleon A. Habel, Chairman Strafford County 

Delegation: 

When the present County Delegation came into 
office January 3, 1945, it was confronted with the pub- 
licity given the conditions existing at the County Jail 
and House of Correction following an inspection Aug- 
ust 30, 1944, by a Miss Kinsella, an agent of the Federal 
Prison Bureau. That report made it imperative that 
some action be taken by the Delegation. Accordingly 
the chairman was authorized to appoint a committee of 
five members to make an inspection of the jail and House 
of Correction. 

The committee submits herewith its report of in- 
spection. 

The Committee assembled at the County Court 
House in Dover, March 2, 1945, and proceeded to the 
County Home, where for more than three and one-half 
hours we carefully inspected all rooms and cells in the 
jail, paying particular attention to the various criti- 
cisms made by Miss Kinsella in her report, a copy of 
which we had for reference. 

Her report specifically made the following criti- 
cisms: 

1. No lights in the cells. 

2. Small watt bulbs in walk outside the cell 
blocks. 

3. Layout of cell block is bad, being too small for 
double bunks. 

4. Buckets in cells in filthy condition. 

5. The bunks and rest of cells were filthy. 

6. The jail odor was bad. 
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7. The shower bath on the first floor of the jail 
was in a filthy condition. 

8. Personal hygiene of prisoners rates very low 
There were no special rules for bathing and from ap- 
pearances of the prisoners with the exception of one 
trusty, bathing is not enforced. 

9. This jail should not be used under any cir- 
cumstances for Federal prisoners; neither should it be 
used by any others. 

There is no doubting the fact that at the time of 
Miss Kinsella’s visit, the general atmosphere of the jail 
was one of darkness and gloom. ‘To some extent it ap- 
peared that way to your committee. This condition is 
caused largely by the drabness of the paint used on the 
cell block and the side walls and ceiling of the jail and 
made because of the steel bars over the jail windows and 
on the outside of these bars a one-half -inch mesh wire 
screen, some daylight is shut out. 

The commitfee feels that the coarse mesh wire is 
of little value for safety nor does it protect the inmates 
from insects, so we recommend its removal and in place 
thereof the placing of wire fly screens over each window. 
This we feel will permit more daylight in the jail. 

A further advantage of having fly screens hinged 
on the windows is that dirt accumulating on the window 
sill may more easily be brushed out. 

We were informed by the Superintendent of the 
County Home, that paint had been ordered for the pur- 
pose of doing a thorough job of painting the walls of the 
jail and cell block as well as the inside of each cell. It 
was his purpose, with the approval of the Commission- 
ers, to paint the interior of the jail walls and each celi 
with Sunshine paint and the ceilings of each with a 
light ivory paint. The ceiling of the dining hall and 
recreation room, will be painted with a light buff paint. 

The toilet on the ground floor, of the recreation 
room will be painted in like manner. 
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The shower room on the first floor has been over- 
hauled with five showers and one stool installed. This 
room will be painted with super white gloss paint. 

This painting job and the selection of shades of 
paint to be used was suggested by a representative of a 
well known paint company who visited the jail and 
recommended the paints that would lighten and brighten 
the whole interior of the jail. To assist in this worth- 
while purpose, the light bulbs in the jail have been 
stepped up from 15 and 25 watts to 40 and 69. 

With these improvements, the committee feels 
that it is not necessary to install lights in the cells. 
(Criticism 1). 

At the time of our visit, there was no noticeable 
odor in the jail. In each cell there is a ventilating 
shaft near which the slop jar or bucket is supposed to be 
placed and should carry off much of any odor. We were 
informed, however, that cement blocks had sometime 
ago been placed over the ventilating shafts and if so, 
these should be removed. 3 

| While modern jails provide a lavatory and _ stool 
in each cell, it is not possible to modernize the Strafford 
County Jail because the size of the cells will not permit 
it unless two cells were thrown into one. To do that, 
it might be found that the cost of alteration which might 
involve the basic structure of the cell block would be 
prohibitive. 

This criticism (Nos. 3 and 9) of Miss Kinsella, 
can be corrected only by the building of a new cell block 
which we feel is a problem for future consideration. 
Furthermore, Federal prisoners and State prisoners 
charged with serious crimes are not held in the jail, but 
taken elsewhere for safe keeping. 

The criticism (No. 8) of the personal hygiene is a 
matter for the attention of the Superintendent, based on 
rules and regulations formulated by the commissions 
in cooperation with the Superintendent. Adequate 
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facilities are provided and should be used. 

A serious condition exists on the walks of the up- 
per and middle cell block where only a single guard rail 
protects a guard from being thrown to the floor many 
feet below, should a prisoner on being released from a 
cell, overpower him, . 

We recommend that heavy screen be installed on 
these floors of the cell block for the protection of the 
guards. 

After inspecting the jail the Committee made a 
tour of the County Home. 

While the inspection was hastily made, we were 
pleased with the appearance of conditions existing on 
the varidus floors. Improvements were being made in 
the electric wiring by changing from the exposed system 
to concealed wiring. 

A number of additional facilities should be added 
to those already existing in the women’s quarters, and 
therefore recommend that on the first floor, there should 
be installed in the wash room at the front end, two lava- 
tories and one set-tub; in the bathroom at the rear end 
of the hallway, two lavatories should be installed. 

\ On the second floor, women’s side, we recommend 
the installation of two lavatories in connection with the 
bathroom. 

In the wash room on this floor, there is also need 
for two lavatories as well as a set-tub. 

Where set-tubs are recommended, only old iron 
sinks are in use and lavatories not available. 

It was called to our attention that space in the 
room used for storage of bed clothing was used by the 
dietitian to prepare special diets for patients. The 
Commissioners and the Superintendent suggested that a 
small hallway with stairs leading to the ground floor 
and little used be converted into a room for the dieti- 
tian’s use. Your committee recommends the approval 
of this project. 
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In conclusion, the committee wishes to praise the 
Commissioners and Superintendent for the excellent 
condition existing in both the Jail and the County Home 
at the time of our visit and that we believe they will 
maintain it in an efficient and wholesome condition. 

The County Commissioners were present at the 
time of the investigation and were helpful and very co- 
operative in the suggestion and recommendations we 
have made.

All 
tax anticipation notes have been paid and as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1945, there was on hand a cash surplus of 
$12,472.21, which the County Delegation has voted to 
apply to reduce the 1946 appropriation. 

At the meeting of the County Delegation held in 
the Spring of 1945, it was voted to set aside the surplus 
on hand as of December 31, 1944, in the amount of 
$71,725.38 as a Capital Improvement Fund. This 
amount has been invested in the United States Treasury 
Bonds pending decision of the Delegation on the Court

Gentlemen : 

For the year ending December 31, 1945, we here- 
with submit our annual report as Superintendent and 
Matron of the Strafford County Home. 

This being our first year it was not too easy due 
to the acute shortage of certain types of foods, also the 
help situation; however, we managed to keep our old 
folks well nourished and cared for. 

Our milk, eggs, butter and vegetables as well as 
meat from the farm was sufficient to meet our needs for 
most of the year. 

The potato crop was exceptionally good, also other 
types of farm products. 

We made numerous changes and repairs for the 
betterment and safety of the institution among which 
was the rewiring and changing of the entire electric sys- 
tem in the house, jail and outer buildings to correct dan- 
gerous conditions and fire hazards. Installed an addi- 
tional bathroom and lavatories in old bathrooms in the 
women’s wing. Plastered and painted most of the 
rooms in the women’s quarters. Painted all hallways 
on both men’s and women’s wings, also all beds in the 
house. 

Refurnished the living room and newly furnished 
a room for the Commissioners’ use where they might hold 
meetings in privacy. 

For the comfort of our men folks a new porch was 
built and six new wheel chairs purchased so that the 
handicapped might also enjoy it. A new office was built 
at one end of the porch.

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There being only one tractor here it was necessary 


.to purchase an additional one to carry on the farm work 


satisfactorily. 

The large truck was in such bad condition that it 
was economy to buy a new one. A small panel body 
truck was also purchased to do the lighter work and 
hauling, 

The jail also was newly painted inside. 

There have also been numerous other changes and 
repairs throughout the buildings which space does not 
permit us to enumerate. 

Despite all the necessary expense we are very 
happy to say that we have been able to carry on and still 
be within our budget. 

We regret the loss of our good friend and a 
cian, Dr. Joseph Richard, who was forced by circum- 
stances to resign as County Physician. We wish to 
thank him for his help and cooperation which meant so 
much to us. 

To our Chaplains, Rev. Father Massicotte of St. 
Charles Catholic church of Dover and Rey. A. Aubert 
of the Baptist church of Farmington also go our 
thanks for ministering to the spiritual comfort of our 
folks during the year. 

We also wish to thank all other religious, fratern- 
al and social groups who have in so-many ways contrib- . 
uted to the happiness and cheer to the home. 

To the County Commissioners our heartfelt thanks 
and appreciation for their cooperation and support dur- 
ing the year.
